Surprising Results as ‘Bottle Preacher’ 

How to stay 200 miles inside the Unit- 
ed States and carry the gospel to foreign 
parts at small cost has been solved by 
Jewel Pierce. He calls himself a “bottle 
and water preacher”, and explains his 
way of doing missionary work like this: 

“A bottle and water preacher puts 
printed religious literature in glass bot- 
tles and corks them and throws them 
into the nearest waters.” 

The results have been surprising, Pierce 
said. 

Since he began tossing literature laden 
bottles in Alabama rivers in June. 1946, 
he reports hearing from finders in 19 
seashore states and two foreign countries.

High Cost 


The atom program cost an estimated

“One of these 
can kill all living beings which are con- 
tacted, in six hours. One war may kill as 
many as 90 per cent of the world’s 
people.”

show that the tithe could be taken to no 
cther place. Other things mentioned in 
that chapter were not included in Paul’s 
statement to the Corinthian church, but 
the tithing program certainly was. 
Notice what and where the storehouse 
was. First, it was one place. Tithe could 
not be scattered here and there. This 
one place. secondly, was the place of 
worship. It was the place where the 
congregation of Israel met with God. 
(Israel is called a congregation 362 times 
in the Old Testament.) A place not only 
of worship, but of group worship. That 
the tithe was restricted to this one place 
ic most conclusively proved in Malachi 


8:10. The statement follows the question 


“Will a man rob God?” and the answer. 
"Ye have robbed me — in tithes and of- 
ferines,” But in verse 10 the statement is 
simunlv, “Brine ve all the tithe into the 
ctorehouse.” The Holv Ghost made_no 
mistakes in the Bible. and He does not 
leave the wav clear for offerincs to %0 
here and there. He forever restricts the 
tithe to the storehouse! 

Carrv this pattern over to the church 
ace. The local church is the place of 
sroun worship - and it is needless to re- 
mind vou that you are called to attend 
sroup worship. And vonr tithe belongs 
in the storehouse, which is that one place. 
where vou are a member of a conorega- 
tion. where vou meet with God. and 
where those who are called of God min- 
ister to you in the Lord! To mv noint of 
view there can be no other explanation 
to void this fact. And. in nassing. mav T 
odd thet the tithe in the Old Testament 
wag never “desionated” for a particular 
thing in the temnle. but was left to the 
leaders. so called of God. to nroner|v dis- 
tribute to everv need? This should he re- 
membered. and followed, too. 

Rut to vo further with this. notice the 
actual cin of Tsrael’s failure to tithe. Mal- 
echi 3:8 - “Yet ve have robbed me.” Again 
we need to get the full imnact of one 
word. That is robhed. It literally means 
to circumvent. We have a modern leval 
term that shows it’s meaning fullv. It’s 
the word embezzle or defraud When a 
hanker tekes monev entrusted to him 
ond uses it for anv other purpose. he is 
euilty of embezzlement. And even should 
he put that money to good uses. such as 
core for orphans, supporting missionaries. 
clothing and feeding the poor, he would 
still be cuilty of a great crime. This is 
the word God uses in naming the sin 
“robbing God.” It is misuse of the 
tithe as well as failure to deduct the tenth 


at all. The tithe is money entrusted to 
your care. You have power over it and 
can put it where you wish. But unless it 
goes through the channel of the church 
storehouse it is misappropriated. That 
is true even though it may have gone 
for projects within God’s kingdom. This 
sin covers so much. (1) Not tithing at all... 
(2) Scattering tithe here and there. I 
heve no time for radio programs in which 
Hsteners are urged to send in their tithe. 
The tithe belongs to the church home, 
and the local church is the only God-or- 
cdained channel for this money to be fed 
into the many local, district and national 
programs of this or any organization. (3) 
Sending tithe to entirely foreign places. 
i know 2 femily who thought their daugh- 
ter had a talent for playing the piano; 
ond in order for her to play the piano for 
the Lord, they bought an instrument 
with their tithe. Such nonsense! Sending - 
children to Bible school, helping the poor, 
ere not to be done by direct use of the 
tithe! It belongs in the storehouse. 


And finally, let us see the awful results 
of this failure to tithe as God has ordain- 
ed. It slows the gospel work. Nehemiah 
18:10-13 tells the story! Nehemiah re- 
tumed to find the work of the Lord 
stopped because the people no longer 
were bringing their tithe to the store- 
house. It rung from his lips the cry, “Why 
is the house of God forsaken?” Today in 
every field of endeavor there is a lack of 
financial support. And the reason is not 
from lack of people with money, but in 
the sin of the misuse of God’s tithe! In 
the foreign field, in the home missionary 
field, in our own District Bible school 


project there has to be a constant and 
ofttimes embarrassing plea for more 
money. I am of the positive opinion that 
if every member of our constituency were 
faithful in this regard there would be 
sufficient for all needs and then some! 
There is so much to be done, and so 
little time left to this old world to do it, 
that is behooves us to bring our tithe into 
the storehouse, that there may be meat 
in God’s house! Ezekiel was told that 
unless he warned the wicked, they would 
die in their sins, but their blood would be 
required at his hands. Ezekiel 3:17-18. 
lf we hinder the work of God by our fail- 
ure in tithing, failing to speed the feet 
of those who are called, then we are party 
to the sin of failing to reach the lost and 
their blood will be held to our account! 
And the only reason for failure to tithe 
is the root of all evil, love of money! May 
God help us to follow His divine Word is 
my prayer. 
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God is a Trinity, as all who have stud- 
ied the Bible and believe it know. We 
cannot understand it, as it is beyond the 
comprehension of the human mind, but 
we accept it as one of the great truths of 
divine revelation. God has seen fit to re- 
veal it unto us. The mind of Daniel Web- 
ster was a great mind, and he hesitated 
not to say that he believed the doctrine, 
not because it was understandable but 
because God had revealed it, and he be- 


lieved that whatever God has revealed 
must be true, and should be accepted as 
unquestioned truth by man who must not 
presume to be greater than God, or to be 
as great as God. The Godhead consists 
of Father, Son and Holy Spirit—Three in 
One ond One in Three. | 


Man is also a trinity, but not in the 
s.me.sense as God is. And it is not at all 
surprising that man is a trinity, since 
pian was created in the image of God. 
Concerning no other creature that God 
has made is this said. Angels were not 
made in the image of God, and this may 
account for the fact that when the angels 
fell, apparently a third of the vast number 
God had created, no plan was made to 
redecm them. But there was a divine 
plan to redeem man for the reason that 
he at the beginning was created in God’s 
image and made a partaker of the divine 
nature. 


Mark the fact that the Scriptural order 
is not “body, soul and spirit,” as we so 
often hear, but “spirit, soul and body.” 
The most important part of man in his 
spirit. 

it has been said that it is very difficult, 
in fact almost impossible to differentiate 
between spirit and soul. It is certain that 
the terms are used by the most of us in- 
terchangeably. But that there is a dif- 
ference that should be recognized is cer- 
tainly true; at least it is recognized in 
God’s Word. In Hebrews 4:12 we read 
concerning the Word of God that it “is 
quick and powerful,” or, as we might 
say, alive and energetic, “and sharper 
than any two-edged sword, piercing even 
to the dividing asunder of soul and spirit, 
and of the joints and marrow, and is a 
discerner of the thoughts and intents of 
the heart.” If soul and spirit can be divid- 
ed asunder it must be that they are not 
the same. 


I recently received a letter from a 
¢ood brother who had read an article I 
had written on “The Sanctification of 
the Soul,” and he stated that my article 
had led him to study the subject; he had 
not been able to find much to help him, 


and he wondered if I could recommend 
a book on the subject, or if I could help 
him in some other way to an understand- 
ing of the difference between the spirit 
and the soul. The best book I know any- 
thing about is the Bible, what the psy- 
chologists tell us is of little value. The 
Word of God is authoritative.

The Hebrew word rendered “soul” in 
ihe Oid ‘Testament is nephesh, and it is 
very trequently rendered “life.” Its first 
occurrence is in Genesis 1:20, where we 
read, “And God said, Let the waters 
bring iortn abundantly the moving 
creature that hath lite.” The word is 
acre rendered “lite.” In Genesis 2:7 it is 
rendered “soul.” There we read, “And 
uic Lord God formed man out of the 
uust of the ground, and breathed into his 
uosiriis the breato ot lite, and man be- 
came a living soul.” It is not said of 
aiy other living creature that God 
breataed into its nostrils the breath of 
iie. We are told, however, that “out of 
ce ground the Lord God formed every 
beast ot the tield and every fowl of the 
«it. Genesis 2:19. The reference is to 
uuieir bodies, for the bodies of the beasts 
oi the tield and of the fowls of the air, 
uke the body of man, is composed of 
tnose same elements that constitute the 
soil of the earth. 

My brother was a distinguished bio- 
chemust with an international reputation. 
wpon him were bestowed many honors. 
At the time of his death he was the presi- 
dent of the scientific organization with 
the largest membership in the world, a 
membership oi 42,000. In his monu- 
mental work entitled Outlines of Bio- 
Cremisiry, a volume of more than a 
thousand pages, he enumerates the var- 
ious constituent elements out of which 
the human body has been formed, and 
then states that these have been organ- 
ized by “the mysterious forces which we 
call lite.” I should have said that they 
were organized by God rather than by 
“the mysterious forces which we call life,” 
Lut it may be that had he so asserted the 
book would not have been accepted, as 
it was, as a text book in leading colleges 
and universities. Science is very loath, as 
a whole, to recognize God. It boasts that 
it will accept only what can be demon- 
strated, and there seems to be a question 
in the minds of many as to whether God 
can be demonstrated. Of course as to 
whether He can be demonstrated de- 
pends upon what our ideas of demonstra- 
tion are. Evidently Paul thought it was 
possible to demonstrate God even out- 
side of the revelation He has given us 
of Himself in His Word. And many 
emong us agree with Paul who wrote, 
“The invisible things of Him from the 
creation of the world are clearly seen, 
being understood by the things which 
are made, even His eternal power and 


ee 


Godhead.” Centuries before Paul livee 
and wrote, the Psalmist said, “The heavif 
ens declare the glory of God and the 
firmament showeth His handiwork.” Ang 
be added, “Day unto day uttereth speech} 
and night unto night showeth knowl} 
edge.” 
In the visible universe which God haajj 
made, we have a clear demonstration 0 
God. And it is passing strange that s¢ 
many are so blind that they cannot see 
it. 
The fact that the Hebrew wordy 
nephesh is rendered both “life” an 
“soul”, and that these terms are used in 
tcrchangeably in our translation appear 
to be an indication that the terms are 
practically synonymous. For we read il 
Leviticus 17:11, “The life of the flesh ii 
in the blood, and I have given it to yoy 
upon the altar to make an atonement fe) 
your souls; for it is the blood that maket! 
an atonement for the soul.” Here the 
word nephesh is rendered both life ane 
soul. Somebody has rendered the passag¢ 
thus, “The soul of the flesh is located & 
the blood, and I have given it to yeu 
upon the altar to make an atonement fr 
your soals, for it is the blood that maketk 
an atonement for the soul.”. 
We are familiar with the expression 
“soul-sleeping.” We read concerning 
Stephen that he “fell asleep,” and we are 
assured in Scripture that when the tint 
shall come for the resurrection to tak« 
place, “Many of them that sleep in th 
dust shall awake.” Paul tells us that wher 
the Lord shall come the living saints wik 
not precede those who are asleep, tha: 
is, those who have died, or shall hay 
died. Concerning Lazarus, Jesus sail 
“Our friend Lazarus sleepeth.” Othe 
passages could be referred to. Death i 
trequently made mention of as sleep 
it has been supposed that the reference 
is to death, where we read, “He give 
His beloved sleep.” So the conclusion 
has been reached by some that in deatk 
there is no consciousness, that conscious: 
ness ceases when one dies, and will no 
be resumed until the resurrection. But - 
have learned that when I sleep J am no 
unconscious. My brain much of the time} 
is very active, and frequently I live over 
the experiences of the past, and God gives 
ine “visions in the night,” and they ard 
often as real, and well nigh as pregnan’ 
with meaning as the experiences of the 
day when I am awake. May we not sup: 
pose that this is a suggestion as to whaq 
we can expect after death and before tha 
resurrection. 
The soul of our Lord, after He hac 
died upon the cross, went with His bod 
into the grave, but His spirit did not g¢ 
there. David said prophetically—and tha?

gain the knowledge of the English Bible 
which will make them acceptable min- 
isters of the Word. 

Some of the Bible institutes of the As- 
semblies of God have become Bible col- 
leges and now require high school gradu- 
ation for admission to the college. But 
Glad Tidings Bible Institute is accredited 
in the Intermediate Division, and wel- 
comes even those who have not had full 
high school graduation, providing they 
are over 21 years of age. If under 21 but 
past 18 years of age, they are urged to 
complete their high school work before 
coming. 

A number of the presidents and deans 
of our Bible school and colleges reported 
that the quality of work being done in 
their schools was of such high order that 
students were being accepted into manv 
other institutions of higher learning, with 
fall credit or with a high degree of credit. 
This speaks well for the curriculum plan- 
ning and quality of instruction being 
given in our schools. 

One of the other gratifying matters of 
consideration was the general agreement 
of all leaders regarding plans for a closer 
spirit of cooperation of all schools in 
matters of advertising and promotion. 
School leaders are trving to help each 
other in securing the best distribution of 
students, so that each nerson will secure 
the best training to fill his snecial need. 
Those who want a more thorough studv 
of the Word in original languages will 
find the Bible colleges equipped with 
teachers who have 2 knowledge of Greek 
end Hebrew. so that students will be- 
come qualified to do individual research, 


and also obtain a fuller line-up of Bible 
related subjects to enable them to take 


their place in the ministry or teaching 
field. 


In the field of Liberal Arts colleges, 
we now have three schools, the Southern 
California Bible College offering a full 
four year course in Liberal Arts, and the 
Southwestern Bible College and Southern 
Bible College, both offering a two-year 
course in Junior College. These will pro- 
vide a thorough-going adequate educa- 
tion to prepare Pentecostal youth for 
secular employment in various profes- 
sional and business areas, in a thoroughly 
spiritual atmosphere and with a funda- 
mentally sound and_ Christ-centered 
viewpoint, with adequate emphasis on 
the Bible, resulting in a preservation of 
the faith of our Pentecostal young 
people. 

The general spirit of loving coopera- 
tion manifested through the conference 
was of a hich order. At the opening of 
the conference Rev. J. R. Flower, the 
Executive Secretary of the General Coun- 
cil. told of the founding of the Assemblies 

of God in 1914, In the call for that first 
pained meeting, one of the five objectives 
stated was that there should be “schools 
founded for the training of Pentecostal 
vouth,” Glad Tidings Bible Institute was 
one of the first of these, having been 
founded in 1919 by Robert J. Craig.

that these are the last hours and that the 
reviving of churches and repentance of 
sinners is but a sign of His soon appear- 
ing.

Two of them 
had no pastor. The three churches co- 
operated by coming to the services. pray- 
ing, and giving.

We are 
not able to stop our work until actually 
forbidden to enter battle areas, because 
our native churches are in those places 
and constantly beg us to come for meet- 
ings. Pray for our physical strength and

| our compassion must be for lost souls, 
_ but in these next few words I would like 
_ to deal specifically with our relationships 
|) as believers one with the other. In the 

Scriptures we are admonished to love 
our neighbors as ourselves. Our neighbor 


| is any Christian believer who has been 


washed in the blood of the Lamb and is 
striving daily by the power of the Spirit 
to fulfill the statutes of God. Again we 
are told that it is our duty to assist the 
weaker brother and to defend him in 
prayer when the enemy would wrest 
from him the shield of faith. Therein lies 
another way in which believers can mani- 


| fest the compassion of Christ. Our inter- 
'— cession would aid in the restoration of 


spiritual health, thereby enabling the 
restored believer “to quench all the fiery 
darts of the wicked.” 
Love is the sign of sonship, for without 
love we have nothing. O, that the Lord 
may give us a heart that is full of the love 
of God! How many times we set our- 
selves up as the judge of the character of 
a fellow Christian and then dissect him 
limb from limb. It’s as unscriptural as 
anything could be and an abomination 
in the sight of the Lord. If anyone has 
done wrong, let us approach him prayer- 
fully, and, with a heart of love, admonish 
him according to the Scriptures. 
Meekness is another way of showing 
compassion. Many times a Christian 
brother unintentionally speaks harshly 
to us and the very words burn their way 
into the depths of our heart. Instinctively 
our pride stirs us to speak in a like man- 
ner. May the Spirit check us at such 
times. A few unspoken harsh words, 
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crushed with our pride, will save ten 
thousand words of explanation which 
can never undo the damage of one harsh 
word. 

Often, even as Christians, our’ bodies 
are subject to fatigue and we may be- 
come overworked and weary, causing us 
to fee] heavily the weight of the day’s 
activities. Under such conditions we be- 
come tense and nervous, and are apt to 
sneak harshlv through not meaning the 
slightest word. Let us realize that such 
may be the condition of one who has 
spoken thus to us. Receive such words 
with great understanding and meckness, 
and with God’s help, speak with a voice 
that is filled with compassion. Manv 
moments of sorrow will be avoided and 
manv a heart left unbroken through such 
meekness. This is also true of the immedi- 
ate family circle. Many homes are places 
of constant confusion and turmoil be- 
cause of this very thing. The old family 
altar, which should be the beginning of 
the day’s activities, is indeed the sure 
remedy for this tragedy which occurs 
even in some Christian homes. 

I believe we can manifest a measure of 
compassion by being a_ broad-minded 
people. How often on the spur of the 
moment we have made decisions and 
drawn conclusions that were entirely out 
of order. Had we taken a moment more 
to weigh all the facts concerning a cer- 
tain situation, we undoubtedly would 
have formed the right conclusion and 
again prevented bitterness from forming 
in our hearts. Oh, that we may think 
understandingly and ask God to make us 
a broad-minded people who will not 
form wrong impressions hastily. 

These are just some of the wavs in 
which we may manifest Christ in ow 
lives. God has begun salvation in our 
lives, but He exvects us to cooperate with 
Him in perfecting the image of Christ 
in us. As the image of Christ is perfected 
in us, we will manifest His comnassion. 
And when we are controlled bv the com- 
nassion of Christ many will be won to 
Him.

7. Help strangers to find and follow the 
service in the hymnal. If they have no 
book, share your own with them. 

8. Always remember that strangers are 
the guests of the church members.
